The bulk of the cranberries 
of this country come from the 
part of eastern Massachuetts 
which lies near CapeCod. The 
bogs of this region afford the 
wet, peaty soil which the crau- 
berry loves. Wareham, on 
Buzzard's Bay, is the center 
of the irdustry, and here is 
the home of A. D. Makepeace, 
who is called the "Cranberry 
Kink." Mr. Makepeace owns 
some 700 acres of bogs, in the 
towns of Wareham and Car- 
ver.

The cranberry crop of Mas- 
sachusetts last year was esti- 
mated at 200,000 barrels, which 
at the average price of $4.75 
a barrel, represented a value 
of nearly $1,000,000. This 

that of 1901, it is thought, by 
about 20,000 barrels. Other 
sources of the red berry are 
in New Jersey, which in 1901 
contributed 110,000 barrels; 
Michigan and Wisconsin, with 
a joint output of about 80,000 
"barrels; Oregon, Washingtoi 
Nova Scotia and a few other 
places. Frosts and pe 
cut down the total ci 
year, and it is believed that 
cranberries will cost a little 
more than last year. 

Harvesting cranberries in 
a Massachusetts cranberry 
bog, on a day late in Septem- 
ber is a picturesque sight. 
The work is done chiefly by 
Portuguese. They are paid 
at the rate of 8 cents fo 
quarts, and they earn 

55 a day. They use 
for the most part 
gathering the berries, a 
they pluck the clusters from 
vines without injuring 
them to any practical extent. 
The scoops hurt the berry 
much less than the hand would, 
for the fruit is so perishable 
that it would rot if bruised ori 
szed by the picker's fin-
